1978 M AWARDS 


HOBBS + BLACK ASSOCIATES HONORED FOR 
McDONALD’S RESTAURANT MASONRY DESIGN 


The two-story McDonald's Restaurant In down- 
town Ann Arbor has earned for Hobbs + Black Asso- 
clates, Inc., Ann Arbor, a 1978 "M Award" for 
excellence of masonry design. The restaurant, 
located at 337 Maynard within a block of the 
University of Michigan's central campus, was de=- 
signed In brick to complement the many histori- 
cally - and architecturally - significant buil- 
dings that surround It. "The owner's commit- 
ment to respond to the historical needs of the 
area is evidenced by the extensive use of brick 
for interior and exterlor walls, for courtyard 
walls, and as a paving element," said Richard 
Black, AIA, the project architect. 


The exterior loadbearing walls are 4-Inch 
brick, a 2-inch grouted cavity, and 4-Inch brick. 
Steel columns used to support the center of the 
building are also clad in brick, Soldier cour- 
sing Is used to enhance the courtyard wall, the 
stained glass second floor window and the roof 
peak above it, and other window areas (which 
utilize bronze tinted glass in bronze aluminum 
frames), The building was completed In 1976. 


In all, four architects and their projects 
were honored In this fourth annual "M Awards" 
program, sponsored by the Masonry Institute of 
Michigan in cooperation with the Michigan Soclety 
of Architects. They were selected by a jury of 
Minneapolis architects, co-chalred by David J. 
Bennett, AIA, and Edward Frennette, AIA,
